Christ in conversation with Nicode- 
mus affirmed, that “except a man is 
born again he cannot see the kingdom of 
God.” "This affirmation of an important 
truth is expressed in figurative style. It 
points out some moral change which sin- 
ful man must experience, in order to par- 
ticipate in the priviliges and felicities of 
the kingdom of God. tn explanation 
and confirmation of what he had said, 
Christ added, “that which is born of the 
flesh is flesh, and that which is born of 
the spirit is spirit.” Flesh is aterm fre- 
quently used in the Seriptures to express 
moral depravity. The carnal mind is 
enmity against God; for it is not subject 
to the law of God, neither indeed can be. 
So then they that are in the flesh cannot 
please God.” ‘The reason then why 
men must be regenerated in order that 
they may see the kingdom of God is, that 
they are naturally depraved. They are 
enemies to God, and evince their enmity 
by transgressing his laws. : 


It is necessa- 
ry that they experience a change from 
enmity to friendship; from transgressing 
the divine law to keeping it. When any 
is so changed that he exercises 
love, and so fulfils the law, he is born 
again, for * he that lovethis born of God.” 
Reveneration is a technical term, used to 
deseribe a change in man from sin to ho- 
liness, effected by the Spirit of God.

how much when whole. And as much as | 
the price is diminished, so much is to be 

paid to the injured man; as it is said, 

‘‘an eye for an eye,” &c. We receive | 
from tradition, that this is to be under- 
stood concerning pecuniary satisfaction : 
but what is said in the Law, Ley. 24: 19. 
“Ifa man cause a blemish in his neigh | 
bor; as he hath done, so shall it be done 
to him,” does not require that he should 
be mutilated, as he mutilated another ; 
but, since he deserves mutilation, it is 
proper that he pay the damage to the mu- 
tilated man.” 

This is Jewish commentary. Is there 
any thing in the law itself to warrant it ? 
We find the law in Exodus 21, 22—25. 
“If men strive and hurt a woman with 
child, so that the fruit depart, and yet 
no mischief follow, he shall be surely pun- 
ished, according as the woman's husband 
will lay upon him, and he shall pay” 
(not be smitten back again) as the 
judges determine” damages shall be as- 
sessed at the husband's requirement and 
in the discretion of the judges. “ But if 
mischief follow,” then as the husband 
would be tempted in retaliation to lay the 
damages too high, and the judges might 
be warped in favor of the one or the oth- 
er, they shall no longer adjudge in their 
discretion, but shall have this rule to 
guide them—* life for life, eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth, hand for hand, foot 
foot, burning for burning, wound = for 
wound, stripe for stripe "—damages shall | 
be adjudged on the principle that one eve 
is worth as much as another—the law, tn 
other terms, of strictest equity. That this 
is the true interpretation is plain from the 
whole context. In verses IS, 19, for in- | 
stance —“ If men strive together, and one 
smite another with a stone, or with his 
fist, and he die not, but he keepeth his 
bed; if he mse again and walk abroad 
upon his staff, then he that smote him,” 
so far from being smitten and made sick 
inthe same way, ‘shall be quit, on/y he 
shall pay for the loss of his time and shall 
cause him to be thor oughly healed.”
